Close Vote Was Not Significant 


Congress Had Its Mind on Other 


Things When It Voted, 
Says Lippmann 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
A close vote on a great measure is ne 
novelty in American history. As a matter 
of fact, because the government is alto- 


gether free, the greatest decisions of the 
American people have almost always been 
taken hard and prolonged debate, 
and as often as not by a small majority 

In the struggle to ratify the Constitu- 
tion itself, the vote of the 
convention

was 46 to 23; of the Mas- 
sachusetts it was 187 to 
168; of the New Hamp- 
shire, 57 to 47; of the Vir- 
ginia, 89 to 79; of the New 
York, 30 to 27; of the 
Rhode Island, 34 to 32. 
The North Carolina con- 
vention rejected the Con- 
stitution in August, 1788, 
by a vote of 193 to 75 and 
did not ratify until Nov- 
ember, 1789. Thus in a 
majority of the original thirteen states the 
decision was taken by what we now call a 
“photo-finish.” 
No Disunity 


has been also on some of the 
measures which Congress has 
dealt with. On the famous bill of 1790 for 
the assumption of state debts the vote of 
the first Congress was 34 to 28; the vote on 
the declaration of war in 1812 was 79 to 
49; on the Missouri Compromise it was 90 
to 87; on the public law act of 1841 it was 

117 to 108; on the annexation of Texas it 
was 120 to 98; on the gold standard act of 
1899 it was 190 to 150. The immense 
majority for a declaration of war in 1917 
—the vote was 373 to 50—came only when 
the German attack had become violent 
and only after two and a half years of in- 
tense debate in which Congress was even 
more divided and more isolationist than 
it has been since 1939. 

_ Any one, therefore, who interprets a 
division of opinion as inherent disunity in 
the nation is not well versed in the Amer- 
ican way of life. He has not understood 
that among free men agreement develops 
out of differing views, and that almost 
never can there be uniformity of opinon 
at the beginning of a great undertaking. 


Not an Issue 


The exact proportions of the vote in the 
House have no lasting significance. For it 
was evident to any one who followed the 
debate and felt the atmosphere of Con- 
gress that few of the votes were cast on 
the technical issue itself. The House had 
already voted by a wide majority to arm 
Ships and therefore to regard the Nazi 
Navy as lawless and dangerous. After that 
the question of whether to send armed 
ships under escort to Britain as well as to 
Iceland was a very important question 
only because the isolationists, who have 
cried wolf on a dozen issues since 1939, 
decided to utter a particularly loud cry of 
wolf over this measure. Just why naval 
hostilities on the route to Iceland are still 
“peace” while naval hostilities on the 
route to England are “war” was something 
that Mr. Hamilton Fish never did explain. 

The fact of the matter is that the House 
knew that we are engaged in hostilities 
with Nazi Germany, and that the vote on 
abolishing the combat zone was symbolic 
rather than substantial.

Aroused Over Labor 


There can be no doubt any longer that 
Congress is deeply aroused by the spec- 
tacle of the labor leaders who defy the 
government, and that it will be a fatal 
mistake for the President not to invite 
Congress to express its will on the subject 
of labor disputes. The question has got 
beyond the point where the mere avoid- 
ance of a coal strike, where some kind of 
personal arrangement to avoid trouble,

will satisfy or ought to satisfy Congress 
With the American Navy in action Con- 
gress has the right and the duty to declare 
a national policy on the duty of labor 
unions, as it has already done on the duty 
of property owners, in times like these, 

The President should not carry upon 
his own shoulders the burden of relations 
between labor unions and the national de- 
fense. In the realm of foreign affairs and 
in the realm of the strategical command 
the President must take the initiative and 
bear the responsibility of decision. But in 
the realm of the relations of Americans to 
one another, of labor unions to employers 
and to the government, he should wel- 
come rather than shrink from co-ordinate 
action by Congress. 


Industrial Code 


Precisely because it is not easy to 
formulate a perfect industrial code for 
war conditions, the responsibility of mak- 
ing the experiments, indeed of making the 
more or less inevitable mistakes, should 
be shared by Congress. It is intolerable, 
for example, and Americans will not stand 
much more of it, that the chances of shut- 
ting down the steel industry should turn 
on the bitter personal feelings of Mr. 
Lewis toward the President. Congress 
should legislate, and when it has Mr. 
Lewis will be dealing not with one man 
alone, Mr. Roosevelt, not even with the 
President of the United States alone, but 
with the government of the United States. 

If ever there was Congressional busi- 
ness, this is it—to place the rights ard 
duties of labor unions and labor leaders on 
a firm base of clearly declared principle. 
Congress has fixed the duty of corpora- 
tions when their services are needed for 
defense, It has fixed the duty of the young 
men registered in the selective service act. 
It should now fix the duty of Mr. Lewis, 
so that there may be no doubt deft in any 
one’s mind as to whether it is or it is not 
legitimate to interrupt the production 
of weapons for the defense of the United 
States. Congress wants to do this. Con- 
a should be helped to do it, and to do it 
wisely.

I knew an Indiar poet once, who was 
a prophet without being aware of the 
fact. He was also a sanitary inspector, on 
a rice mill on the banks of the great 
Ngawoon river, in Lower Burma. His was 
the unlovely task of going round the coolie 
barracks, trying to persuade those who 
had always spat on the floor not to spit 
on the floor, of removing dead rats from 
under houses, and dead bodies from by- 
ways, and trying to knock the notion of 
what a dust-bin is for into the heads of 
those who, if they had ever heard of 
sanitation at all, thought it a song. 

His name was Habibullah. He wore 
khaki jodhpurs, and he had a wonderful 
leg for a boot. On his head was a neat 
hat made of astrakhan, in the shape of a 
raised pie. His sinister occupation did 
nothing to hamper his muse. Out East 
there is many an orchid grown on a gar- 
bage heap, Nobody paid any attention to 
Habibullah’s poems, and certainly nobody 
ever paid for them. Like all prophets, 
Habibullah did not get much honor in 
Padaukchaung village, where his sani- 
tary notions were frankly a nuisance to 
many, who considered him merely faddy. 
He was a diligent worker, fervent in 
inspection. He wrote his poems in the 
evenings, sitting cross-legged on the floor 
of the little dunnee-palm house in which 
he lived, that had a roof and three walls 
only, like a stage house, to all the world. 


Genius Brave 


With unswerving courage, Habibullah 
wrote his poems in English. The fact that 
he did not speak the language very well, 
deterred him not at all. True genius is 
ever courageous. And, on rectiving a 
rise of pay which I am sure he richly 
deserved, and which wes no doubt long 
ov », he praceeded to have his poems 
pririod at his own e: He had them 
mode up into a little book, which was 
printed on greyish paper, and bound be- 
tween covers of a sickly pink, which, in 
the hour of need, also did nicely for 
blotting-paper. On the outside was printed 
in bold black type the words: 

POEMS 
By Habibullah, 
Sanitary Inspector. 
I do not know what became of Habi- 


nse 


bullah, or what life did to one whose 
soul was full of poetry and vision, in 
Spite of his inclement profession, But the 
fact remains, that amongst the verses of 
the poems of Wordsworth and Shakes- 
peare, of Burns and other poets, learned 
by heart and hanging, as poetry does, 
about my mind, to come to the surface 
and fit this occasion or that, as only 
poetry can—there is a verse by Habibul- 
| lah, Sanitary Inspector, of Padaukchaung, 
| Bassein. We have had many poems on 
| the war, tragic, grandiloquent, or of the 
frankly comic barrack-room variety, but 
no one has hit the matter off quite as 
neatly as Habibullah when he wrote, with 
astounding vision, years ago, an epic 
entitled “Turtling’. This golden word is 
apparently derived from the phrase to 
turn turtle, and it should find a high 
place in the new vocabulary sprung up 
about us. 

On the banks of the Ngawoon river, 
in his house with only three sides, im- 
maculate within as the house of a sani- 
tary inspector ought to be, Habibullah 
wrote: 

World is going round and round 

Makes everyone go round and round 

Kings and Princes, round and round 

Statesmen and High Gentlemen 

Turtling round and round.

Had Habibullah been born in the 
West instead of the East, he might have 
been Poet Laureate today, for no.one has 
ever expressed better in words the state 
of things as they are in this astounding 
tangle of shifting alliances, broken trea- 
ties, abandoned friendships and double 
double-crossings in a world in which no 
one can say what tune will be next in- 
cluded amongst the anthems of the Allies, 
and what will be cast forth by the end 
of the week. World is indeed going round 
and round.

The significance of this plugging of 
the diplomatic service with high S.A.

But the aims of these vast private 
armies are so passionately diverse, that 
it is difficult to believe that one man, no 
matter how talented he may be, can focus 
in his own person all these varying 
aspirations.

wheat and the cost of the things 
farmers have to buy, the price of 
wheat being now 25 per cent 
lower and the cost of the things 
farmers have to buy being 50 per 
cent higher than in 1913-1914 

It will be observed further that 
except for a brief period between 
1937 and 1938, when wheat was 
for a short time relatively scarce 
and so ‘vas high in price, that this 
wide gap, which brings now. and 
has brought, such serious difficul- 
ties to our wheat growers, has ac- 
tually existed since 1930 

During the past eleven crop 
years our farmers have delivered 
to market 3,064 million bushels of 
wheat. They have received for 
this in cash 1,709 million dollars. 
Had al! these bushels of wheat 
enjoyed the same purchasing 
power as did a bushel of wheat 
in 1913-1914, or been at what the 
United States terms “parity” 
level — and no one considers 


farmers would have been able to 
pay for additional goods, com- 
modities, services, debts, and so 
forth during the eleven years to 
the additional value of 1,127 
million dollars 

Here, then, we see in a nutshell 
the real cause of our farmers’ 
troubles during the past eleven 
years; and incidentally we see 
the reason for the difficulties 
of many merchants and others 
who depend directly and indir- 
ectly upon our farmers for their 
own living 

During this present crop year 
the Dominion Government has 
given to our farmers as bonuses 
a total of 52 million dollars to 
help to close this wheat-price 
gap. This 52 million dollars is, of 
course, of immense benefit t. the 
wes', but it reduces the present 
wide gap between the price of 
wheat and the cost of the things 
farmers have to purchase by no 
more than one half,
